So, Friday the group 
agrecd the only thing to do 
was “‘lay it on the line”, so 
to speak, with an appeal to 
Crawford County residents 
to generate enough money 
to pay for a replacement 
vehicle.

The vehicle is designed so 
thaé the chassis can be 
replaced separately with 
the ambulance compar- 
tment itself expected to 
last from ten to fifteen 
years. 

Tony Doremire is chief of 
the ambulance corps,

They 
are on call 24 hours per 
day. When the fund drive is 
successful, the existing 
ambulance would be 
utilized as a backup unit 
only, the same function the 
marine van now serves, A 
recent check disclosed that 
the ambulance is manned 
and on the road no more 
than 3-5 minutes after an 
emergency call is received. 
The ambulance occasional- 
ly provides assistance to 
surrounding counties as 
well and the arrangement 
is reciprocal. 

The committee will be 
seeking contributions from 
civic and service organiza- 
tions as well as the general 
public in its all-out com-.

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Questions and Answers 
About Preserving Venison 


by Merrily Lacasse 
Ext. Home Ec. 

Q. How do you freeze 
venison? 

A. Be sure to use wraps 
or containers made 
especially for freezing. 
They will prevent passage 
of moisture vapor and air 
and will maintain the 
original goodness of the 
meat. Wrap for freezing as 
soon as cuts are made- 
prompt freezing after 
aging preserves the meat 
at its very best. Before 
freezing, trim away heavy 
fat (the source of strong 
ftavor) and other non-edible 
portions so the meat will be 
pan ready when the 
package is opened. 
Package in quantities your 
family will eat in one meal. 
When packaging steaks 
and chops, place two layers 
of waxed paper between 
individual pieces of meat so 
that the frozen pieces can 
be separated for easier 
thawing and cooking. 
Label all packages with the 
cut of meat and the date of 
packaging. Freeze quickly 
al 0 degrees, F or colder by 
spreading the packages out 
on the freezer shelves or 
placing them close to the 
walls of the freezer. 

Q. How long will venison 


keep in the freezer? 
A. Recommended 


| storage times are: Ground 
 meat--2 


or 8 months; 
roasts--8 to 12 months; and 
steaks-8 to 12 months. 
Shorter freezer times yield 
better quality meat. All 
frozen venison should be 
used within a year. 

Q. Is it all right to can 
venison? 

A. Yes. Venison may be 
successfully home canned 
with a pressure canner. For 
instructions, contact the 
Michigan State University 
Cooperative fxtension 
Service office in your coun- 
ty and ask for a copy of 
USDA publication “Home 
Canning of Meat and 
Poultry."’ Follow the direc- 
tions carefully. 

Q. Can venison be cured 
at home? 

A. Yes. Venison, like 
other meats, can be cured 
at home. If a commercial 
curing preparation is used, 
follow the manufacturer's 
directions. If making your 
own brine, use a sweet- 
pickle solution. To make 
brine: heat 4% gallons of 
water. Add 8 pounds salt, 
two pounds sugar and 2 
ounces saltpeter. Stir until 
the ingredients dissolve. 
Skim the surface and cool 
the brine of 40 degrees F 
before using. Chill the 
venison to a temperature 
between 34 and forty 
degrees F, and then trim 
the meat into pieces all as 
near the same size as 
possible. The best cut of 
venison to use is the upper 
portion of the round, which 
contains no fat and can be 
separated fairly easily into 
pieces. Keep the meat and 
brine solution at tem- 
peratures between thirty- 
four and forty degrees F 


throughout the curing 
process. Higher tem- 
peratues will result in

peratures will retard the 


curing process. Fit the 
pieces of meat into @ 
suitable container 
(ceramic, crockery or 
other salt-resistant 
material). For the top 


layer, place the meai so the 
out-side (skinned side) is up 
Cover meat with chilled 
brine. If necessary, weight 
the meat with recks to keep 
it submerged. Cover the 
container and place in a 
location which will main- 
tain the suggested cool 
temperatures (refrigerator, 
root cellar, etc.). Curing 
time for the thicker, larger 
pieces is about 3% days per 
pound of meat. Check the 
containers at least once a 
week to see that the brine 
does not become ropy or 
spoiled, If signs of spoilage 
appear (like cloudy brine or 
off odor), remove the meat 
and place in fresh brine. 
The curing process takes 
about 28 days. The meat 
must be kept in brine until 
it’s used. 

Q. Hew do you smoke 
venison? 

A. After curing, soak the 
meat for two hours in cold 
water. Scrub well with a 
stiff brush. This will 
produce a more uniform 
color and milder flavor. 
Hang the chunks in the 
smokehouse so that they 
do not touch. Let them drip 
for 14 hours before starting 
the fire. Use non-resinous 
wood to produce a light fog 
or smoke no hotter than 
100 degrees F. This is 
called a cold smoke. Keep 
the smoke areas ventilated 
at first to let the moisture 
escape. Smoke for three to 
five days for a good flavor 
and rich color. Refrigerate 
meat after smoking. An 
improvised smokehouse 
may be made from an old 
refrigerator, a large barrel 
or packing case, or a small 
shed that can be covered 
with tar paper to keep the 
smoke in and on the meat. 
Liquid Smoke is a commer- . 
cial substitute for 
smoking. It gives a smoke 
flavor but does not provide 
the spoilage protection 
that is added by smoking. 
Follow the detailed direc- 
tions thal come with the 
product. 

Q. Can jerky be made 
from venison? 

A. Yes. Muscles from the 
round are usually used 
because they are easily 
prepared and contain little 
fat. Cut 5 pounds of 
venison into strips % to % 
inch thick, 1 to 1% inches 
wide and 4 to 12 inches 
long. Cut with the grain of 
the meat and remove all fat 
possible. Lay out in a 
single layer on a smooth 
clean surface. If smoke 
flavor is desired, brush 
each strip of meat with % 
teaspoon Liquid Smoke in 
2 tablespoons water. 
Sprinkle strips liberally 
with salt on both sides. 
Add pepper to taste and 
garlic powder or garlic salt 
if desired. Place strips, 
layer on layer, in a large 
wooden bow! or crock and 
place a plate with a weight 
on top. Let stand for 6 to 
12 hours. Remove racks 
stretch 
meat strips across the 
racks. The edges of the 
meat strips may touch but 
should not overlap. Leave 
enough space free on the 
racks for air to circulate in 
the oven. Set the tem- 
perature at 140 degrees F 
and let strips dry for about 
11 hours. Check early in 
the drying process for ex- 
cessive drip. This drip casn 


cessive drip. This drip can: 
be caught on aluminum foil 
on a rack placed near the 
bottom of the oven. Lower 
the temperature of the 
oven until it feels warm but 
does not cook the meat. 
Keeping the oven door ajar 
will facilitate drying. If 
jerky is dried to allow 
moisture content (it should 
be chewy and leathery), it 
may be stored at room 
temperature in air tight 
containers. Store moister 
jerky in the freezer for no 
longer than one month. The 
saltiness of the product en- 
courages rancidity.

Magazine Gives Tips on Preparing Venison 


Lansing—The November- 
December issue of 
“Michigan Natural 
Resources Magazine,” pro- 
vides: deer hunters with 
some tips on how to handle 
and cook venison for best 


results at the table. 
While many people. 
especially those tasting 


venison for the first time, 
are doubtful of the taste, 
claiming it’s “too dry” or 
“too gamey,'’ the simple 
truth is that properly 
prepared venison can be as 
delicious as any serving of 
beef or pork. 

Many hunters have dif- 
ferent opinions on the 
proper way to field dress a 
deer. But everyone agrees

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there’s one important prin- 
cipal that should always be 
followed: cleanliness. Other 
then the fact that a 
dressed-out deer is much 
easier to drag out of the 
woods, your two objectives 
in “gutting’’ it are to 
remove the blood and the 
internal organs as soon as 
possible because these are 
the major cause of bac- 
terial action which spoil 
the meat. If you can make 
sure the animal is clean and 
stays that way you've done 
half the job necessary to 
prevent spoilage. 

Wrap the deer in plastic 
or canvas to transport it 
home. If the temperature is 
quite cold, put the deer in 
your trunk. Otherwise tie it 
onto the car roof, or place it 
sideways on the top of the 
trunk. Do not carry it near 


the engine where heat may 
cause the meat. to spoil. 
When cooking venison, 
you need to compensate for 
it’s leanness by use of 
moist heat methods, or by 
adding bacon strips or beef 
suet to the recipe, or by 
marinating liberally. 


A marinade sauce used 
by Walt and Sybil 
Houghton of Interlochen, 
who teach a wild game 
cookery class, contains the 
following: % cup wine 
vinegar, 1 T. soy sauce, 1 
tsp. onion salt, 4 tsp. pep- 
per; 1 T. catsup, 1/8 tsp. 
garlic powder (or one 
crushed garlic clove), 2 T. 
salad oil or olive oil. 

Soak venison round 
steak in marinade for two 
hours in the refrigerator, 
turning every 20 minutes.

It may then be grilled on a 
Weber grill, or broiled, 
depending on the 
thickness of the steak. The 
meat will still be a little red 
in the center when it’s 
done. Baste with marinade 
for the last 10 minutes. 

A favorite method of 
cooking venison is in a 
stew. Jane Herbert of Ann 
Arbor has the following 
recipe for Deer Hunter’s 
Stew. She says it is 
delicious served with bread 
and butter. 

--2 pounds cubed venison 
slew meat, ] package stew 
seasoning mix, 3% cups 
water, about a dozen small 
ted-skinned potatoes, 3 
stalks celery (chopped), 4 
carrots (chopped), 6 small 
whole onions. 

Roll meat in flour, salt 
and pepper, then brown in 
shortening. Add seasoning 
mix, one Leaspoon salt, and 
water. Cover and simmer 


for about 45 minutes, 
depending on cut of 
venison used. Add 
vegetables and = cook 


another half hour. 

Another favorite way of 
cooking venison is in a 
crock-pot. Simply brown 
stew meat in a skillet, then 
turn into the crock pot with 
onions and water. For 
flovoring add dried onion 
soup mix and mushroom 
soup mix. Simmer for 
several hours, adding 
vegetables later so they 
don’t overcook. Serve when 
meat is easily separated 
with a fork.

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_Congress Should 
Say No to the 
Special Interests 


By DAVID COHEN 


Congress refuses to say NO to the special 
interests who seek inflationary favors from 
a government. Hundreds of wasteful subsidies, 
bs tax preferences, and anti-competitive regula- 
tions are costing American consumers billions 
of dollars. These costs directly fuel inflation. 

Congress treats inflation as most of us treat 
bad weather; complain and accept what comes. 

; Something CAN be done about inflation if those 
Re special interests are challenged. 

According to William Simon, President 
Ford’s Secretary of the Treasury, ‘‘Many 
businessmen . . . want import quotas, sub- 
sidies, tariffs, handouts. They want to enjoy 
the profits when everything is just fine, but 
they want to nationalize their losses (through 

* the U.S. Treasury) when economic storm clouds 
tae appear. They want protection from the very 
competition that made our system so dy- 
namic.’’ Simon's comment applies io lots of 
special interests. 

Congress allows its obsession with the most 
parochial concerns to prevent it from doing 
what’s needcd to halt inflation. It resists anti- 
inflation efforts opposed by powerful economic 
interest groups. It approves measures which 
cause the price of consumer goods and services 
to rise. It favors special interest programs that 
the public pays for directly through higher 
taxes. There are more examples than anybody 
| can count. Here are a few. 

Containing hospital costs is necessary to 
brake inflationary health costs. The Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare esti- 
mated that health cost containment legislation 
considered by Congress last year could have 

F saved consumers about $27 billion through 
@ 1982. Yet $1.79 million in 1976 congressional 
campaign contributions from the American

done nothing. 

Congress also has a bad habit of supporting 
many subsidy programs which cost consumers 
dearly. Fewer than 1 per cent of U.S. farmers 
grow sugar cane or sugar beets yet the sugar 
industry is one of the most expensively subsi- 
dized products of the U.S. economy. The 
current sugar price support system costs con- 


_ sumers $1.3 billion a year in direct costs alone 


and pressures are mounting for Congress 
to increase the subsidy even higher. Someone 
has to foot the bill—it’s the American taxpayer. 

Sometimes Congress may not vote a direct 
subsidy to a special interest but instead grant 
a tax break. Either way citizens pay. For 
example, Congress has given corporations a 
$1.5 billion tax preference allowing them to 
defer taxes indefinitely on a large portion of the 
income they earn on exports. The Treasury 
Department has said that this tax incentive is 
not increasing exports as it is supposed to do. 
Yet that tax preference and hundreds of others 
remain because Congress never examines 
whether they are meeting their original 
purpose, 

Congress escalates inflation on food, health, 
energy and housing. To end these atrocious 
results Congress must examine all parts of the 
federal budget to see the big picture. Instead 
of ignoring long term costs, Congress should 
know what those costs are by budgeting beyond 
one year. To reduce wasteful activity Congress 
should sunset programs, regulations, and tax 
preferences. Only by terminating what’s 
wasteful and unnecessary will the necessary 
new initiatives begin. 

Wishing won’t stop inflation from growing. 
But a Congress that stands up to the special 
interests will.

Social Security Gives 
$60 Million to Prisoners 
As much as $60 million a 
year is being paid to pri- 
soners in this country 
through the  already- 
struggling Social Security 
Trust Fund’s Disability 
Insurance program (SSDI). 

The SSDI program is 
rightfully intended to go to 
severely handicapped or 
disabled members of the 
social security system. It 
has been estimated that as 
many as 30,000 prisoners 
are collecting from the 
Social Security System 
each year under a loophole 
in the Social Security Act. 

We, as __ taxpayers, 
already foot the cost. of 
keeping and feeding federal 
prisoners. They live on 
federal tax dollars, then 
turn around and collect 
from the Social Security 
System - a system to which 
many people have contri- 
buted their wages in expec- 
tation of drawing insuran- 
ce and pension benefits 
later in life. 

I have co-sponsored a bill 
to close this loophole and 


prevent prisoners from 
drawing disability 
benefits. More than 30

Less Travel Expected Thanksgiving 


While motorists are ex- 
pected to travel four per- 
cent fewer miles in the 
state this Thanksgiving 
than last year, Automobile 
Club of Michigan says this 
holiday has the potential of 
being the most dangerous 
on roads this year. 

“We are concerned by 
the recent cutback in State 
Police patrols due to 
budget shortages which 
means their road patrols 
will be cut at least one- 
third during the upcoming 
holiday,”” said Auto Club 
Safety and Traffic 
Engineering Manager Ar- 
thur C. Gibson. 

Thanksgiving is tradi- 
tionally the most 
dangerous period of the 
year. For the past three 
years, an average 23 per- 
sons have died over the 
three summer holidays 
compared with 27 for the 
Thanksgiving period. 

“All of the most dan- 
gerous factors are at play 
during this holiday,” said 
Gibson. ‘‘Those factors are 
short trips near home, 
more hours of darkness, 
heavy use of alcohol and 
poor driving conditions due 
to ice and snow.”’ 

Motorists in Michigan 
are expected to travel 350 
million miles during the 
Thanksgiving ' holiday 
which begins at 6 p.m., 
Wednesday, November 
2ist and ends at midnight 
Sunday, November 25th. 

Auto Club bases its 
mileage figure on a five 
percent drop in touring 
requests from its inembers, 
a five percent decline in 
motor vehicle travel report- 
ed by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation 
and a three percent decline 
in tourism according to the 
Michigan Travel Bureau.

When Can You Deduct 
Charitable Contributions? 

This is the time of year 
when a lot of charity drives 
are going on for many wor- 
thwhile purposes. 
Technically, the con- 
tributions you make to 
these charities are tax 
deductable. But there's a 
hitch. 

The amount you contri- 
bute to charities can only 
be subtracted from your 
taxable income if you 
itemize your return. 

Over the years the stan- 
dard deduction has been 
increased several times, 
thereby making the task of 
itemizing deductions less 
attractive. Thus, while ap- 
proximately 50 percent of 
taxpayers itemized their 
deductions in 1970, only 
about 25 percent do so 
now. 

As a result, charitable 
organizations say they are 
losing $1 billion annually. 
And, people who decide not 
to itemize are penalized, in 
effect. 

1 have co-sponsored 
legislation which would 
allow all taxpayers, 
whether they itemize or 
net, to deduct charitable 
contributions from their 


taxable incomes. I feel this 
bill would benefit charities 
and taxpayers alike.

Welfare Reform 
Bill Introduced 


A welfare reform bill 
designed to save Michigan 
taxpayers over $500,000 a 
year was introduced in the 
Michigan House of Repre- 
sentatives last week by my 
Republican colleague, 
State Representative Gary 
Randall of Elwell. This 
measure would reduce from 
six months to one month 
the amount of time welfare 
recipients could receive 
public assistance from the 
state after they move out 
of Michigan. The present 
six month limit is aimed at 
giving individuals who 
move out of the state an 
opportunity to apply for 


and begin _—receiving 
assistance from another 
state. 

I believe that this 


process can be accom- 
plished in one month. As a 
result, we would save a 
substantial amount of the 
money we now pay to wel- 


- fare recipients who move 


out of the state. 

The legislation will help 
to eliminate welfare money 
going to individuals who 
are using the funds to sup- 
plement their incomes. 

The bill has already 
received the support of the 
Department of Social Ser- 
vices Director, Dr. John 
Dempsey, who called it “‘an 
appropriate and_ sensible 
approach to tightening the 
welfare system in the 
state.” 

I am hopeful that this 
legislation will help to 
eliminate reports of in- 
dividuals vacationing in 
southern states during the 
winter months while con- 
tinuing to receive public 
assistance from the state. 
This type of welfare abuse 
is blatant and this bill 
would be a step toward 
putting an end toit. 

Another hole in the 
present law allows welfare 
recipients who join the 
military to collect 
assistance from the state 
and have the checks trans- 
ferred to his or her military 
residence for an indefinite 
period of time. 

The chairman of the 
committee sure to study 
the measure- Social Ser- 
vices and Youth--said he 
supports the Randall-spon- 
sored legislation. 

According to a Depar- 
tment of Social Services 
estimate, the bill would 
save taxpayers about 
$500,000 a year.

Postmaster Baker said, 


“People should be aware 
that failure to clear paths 
to mail boxes promptly af- 
ter heavy snows may tem- 
porarily prevent the 
carriers from making deli- 
veries. Customers will be 
contacted if they have an 
obstructed mail box.” 

There may also be a need 
to ask postal customers to . 
relocate their boxes on a 
new line of travel if exces- 
sive and extended detours 
are necessary, the post- 
master said. 

“Highway officials are 
responsible for keeping 
public roads passable and 
in good repair,"’ Postmas- 
ter Baker said. “But in 
areas where mail service is 
provided over roads not 
maintained by road 
authorities, the owner of 
the road is responsible.” 

Rural and star route car- 
riers will make every 
reasonable effort to serve 
the greatest number of 
customers during severe 
weather, the postmaster 
said. ‘But service on foot. 
when roads are impassable 
is not required. Also, when 
state highway authorities 
or local police consider 
road travel hazardous, pos- 

tal service may be curtailed 
until the inclement weather 
abates,”’ he said. 

The postmaster urged 
anyone with a question on 
winter weather road condi- 
tions and mail service to 
contact the Grayling post 
office.
